"Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Fellowship  Committee 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Federation  awarded  the  fellowship 
of  the  Yardley  Foundation  for  1934-1935  to  Dr.  Ruth  Gniber. 

"At  the  age  of  fifteen  Miss  Gruber  entered  New  York  Uni- 
versity  and  after  three  years  received  her  Bachelor  of  Arts  de- 

gree.  She  was  awarded  the  La  Frentz  Fellowship  to  the  Univer- 
sity  of  Wisconsin,  where  she  received  her  Master  of  Arts  degree. 
The  next  year  the  Institute  of  International  Education  awarded 
her  another  scholarship  to  the  University  of  Cologne,  Germany, 
where  she  received  her  Ph.D.  in  one  year,  at  the  age  of  twenty, 
acclaimed  die  youngest  doctor  of  philosophy  in  the  w(^ld.
